Lord Curzon partitioned Bengal and united the people 
'of India. When appeals and petitions failed, the people. 
‘of Bengal resolved to fight. The weapon they chose was 
Swadeshi and the blow was aimed at European 
business interests, The movement spread across the 
‘state boundary and soon the cry, VANDE MATARAM, 
came to be heard from Kenya Kumari to Kashmir. 


The swadeshi movement exposed the inherent 
weakness of a foreign power governing India. It also 
helped the people to discover their strength. Swades! 
enterprise and national education were the direct 
offshoots of this movement 

The movement caused a vertical split in the Indian 
National Congress. The extremists—thase who be 
lieved in agitating for their rights —parted company 
from the moderates, who continued io believe in 
petitions to the government. This period elso witnessed 
å spurt in revolutionary activities. And perhaps. a more 
tragic development was the communal colour given to 
the conflict between the landlords and peasents in 
Bengal. 

In spite of these internal differences, the people of India 
continued the struggle till the partition of Bengal was 
annulled.

The 
Swadeshi 
Enterprise 


The discovery of the steam engine 
which could haul railway carriages 
and run textile looms, marked the 
beginning of the Industrial 
Revolution in Europe in the 
eighteenth century. The British killed 
indigenous industry in India so that 
their manufacturers could find a 
ready market in our country. And 
they tried their best to keep India 
industrially backward and dependent 
on European countries for its 
requirements. However, in spite of 
their best efforts to keep India off 
the map of the industrial world, an 
industrial revolution, on a much 
smaller scale no doubt, did take 
place in 1905. If it was the power of 
steam that launched the Industrial 
Revolution in Europe, it was the 
power of swadeshi which launched it 
in India. 


Long before the svadeshi movement 
launched. our leaders like Romesh Cha 
Dutt had been advocating swadeshi 
enterprise. Kishorilal Mukherji started the 
Sibpur Iron Works in 1867, and in the 
year. a Hindu Mela was held in Calcutta 
exhibit and sell swadeshi crafts. İn 1893 
Prafulla Chandra Ray started his compa 
Bengal Chemicals. Later, he seid, “Our 
educated young men, the moment they 
came out of their colleges were on the 
Gut for a situation or a soft job under 
Government, or failing that, in a Eur 
mercantile firm. The professions were 
becoming overcrowded. À few came out 
the engineering college, but they too 
helpless seekers after jobs. ... What to: 
with all these young men? How to bring 
bread to the mouths of the illHed, fami 
young men of the middle classes?” 

Prafulla Chandra Ray made a beginni 
providing jobs før educated youth when 
launched Bengal Chemicals. And a few 
which produced cotton yarn were functi 
in Ahmedabad and Bombay long before 
1905. 

The swadeshi movement came as a 
in the arm for swadeshi enterprise. Our 
countrymen were convinced that they 
patronise swadeshi goods in preference! 
foreign goods, even if they were more 
expensive end of inferior quality. With 
Boycot of foreign goods, there was a s 
in the demand for svadeshi goods, and 
with ideas, money and enthusiasm. rose 
the occasion. A chain of swadeshi 
'emporiums started marketing swadeshi 
goods. There was a great demand for th 
mill yarn of Bombay and Ahmedabad. 
and bell-metel utensils edged out those 
made of imported enamelled metals. 

In the war of nibs, swadeshi nibs er 
victorious. Swadeshi teacups, saucers, 
pots, inkpots and dolls, not only captured 
hearts and purses of our countrymen, 
also entered the foreign marketi When 
mind was full of swadeshi thoughts, coul 


he body be cleansed with foreign soap? No. 
foreign toilet soaps hastily made way for 
adeshi soap. And sacred fires in sanctum 
imctorums and the fires in kilchens came to 
>° al swadeshi matchsticks. Even 
rs chose to "burn swadeshi cigarettes! 
Paper, candies, sugar, bicycles began to be 
mufsetured In our country without any 
port from the foreign government. Our 
krepreneurs also entered the field ci 
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government, all combined to bring pressure 
on swadeshi enterprise. Many of these | 
Enterprises died. A few survived, Despite 
heavy odds, new indigencus companies did 
Surface, One such was Ihe Tata hon © Steel 
Company in Jamshedpur. 

On the political front, the swadeshi 
ovement proved that Indians could fight 
injustice. On the economic front; it was 
proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
indian scientists, engineers technologists 


But the welLentrenched European 
kompanies put up a stiff fight. When 
ohamad Kalamian launched the Bengal 
Beam Navigation Company in 1905, 
iropean navigation companies drastically 
duced the rate for passengers. Jute mills. 
jed by Europeans refused to buy cargo 
kamed by swadeshi ships! Leck of technical 


know how, lack of sufficient capital, stiff and

and workers were in no way inferior to their 
counterparts in Europe and America. Yet 
India remained industrially backvard because 
the British rulers saw to fi that ft remained. 

so. Our entrepreneurs realized that business. 
and industry could not flourish unless the

Now there is 
neither firmness of purpose nor boldness of 
enterprise, neither courage of heart, nor 
strength of mind, neither aversion to 
maltreatment by others, nor dislike for slavery, 
neither love in the heart, nor hope, nor 
‘manliness: but what we have in India are only 
deep rooted envy and strong antipathy against 
‘one another, morbid desire to ruin by hook or 
by crook the weak, and dog-Hke to lick the feet 
of the strong. Now the highest satisfaction 
consists in the display of wealth and power, 
devotion of self gratification, wisdom in the 
accumulation cf transitory objects; yoga, in

countrymen responded to his call—

hideous diabolical practices; work, in the 
slavery of others; chilisation, in base imitation 
of foreign nations; eloquence, in the use of 
abusive language; the merit of literature; in 
extravagant llətteries of the rich or in the. 
diffusion of ghastly obsceniies! 

When I see Indians dressed in European 
apparel and costumes, the thought comes to my 
mind, perhaps they feel ashamed to own their 
nationality and kinship with the ignorant, poor, 
iliterate, downtrodden people of India! 

«India! With this mere echoing of others with 
this base imitation of others, with this 
dependence on others, this slavish weakness, 
this vile detestable cruelty—wouldst thou, with 
these provisions only, scale the highest 
pinnacle of civilisation and greatness? wouldst 
thou attain, by means of thy disgraceful cowar- 
dice, that freedom deserved only by the braw 
and the heroic? O india! Forget not. 
thet the lower classes, the ignorant, the poor, | 

iliterate, the cobbler, the sweeper, are thy 
flesh and blood, thy brothers. Thou brave one, 
bbe bold, talis courage, be proud that thou art 
an Indian, and proudly proclaim: "| am an 
Indian, every Indian is my brother” Thou. too, 
clad with but a rag round thy loins. proudly 
pproclairn at the top of thy voice: The Indian is 
my brother, the Indian is my ife, India's gods 
and goddesses are my God. Indias society is 
the Cradle of my infancy, pleasure garden of 
my youth, the sacred heaven, the Varanasi of 
my old age.” Say, brother: "The soil of India is 
my highest heaven, the good of India is my 
300d, and repeat and pray day and night, "O 
Thou Lord of Gauri, O Thou Mother of 
Strength, take away my weakness, take avay 
my unmanlinese, end make me a Man!
